Bideault Offers Plan for 
France in Europe's Army 


PARIS—UP)—Foreign Minister Georges Bidault placed 


before the cabinet today a series of protocols, or amendments, 
to the European Army Treaty designed to make it so accept- 
able to French parliamentary opinion that a favorable vote 
could be obtained soon. 


No official outline of the proto- 


cols was given but they were 
known to provide, among other 
things, the following: 


1. That French divisions needed 


for use in the French Union outside 
continental France could be with- 
drawn temporarily from the Euro- 
pean Army without waiting for con- 
sent of the other five countries.

2. That France be permitted to 


manufacture and export munitions 
to its overseas possessions without 
KDC (Kuropean Defense Commu- 
nity) contiol.

priority in command status.' 


4. That pending the absence of 


any French divisions on foreign 
duty, the voting weight of France 
in the EDC should not be lowered.

A further protocol called for con- 


trols over the stationing of foreign 
troops in the territory 
of any 


member, but details at this were 
not obtainable. 


The French assured, Secretary of 


State John Foster Dulles on his re- 
rent visit here they would make 
haste to present the protocols to 
other members and ihe cabinet 
agreed to start this soon.

More To Be Canceled 


Eisenhower, c a r r y i n g out a 


pledge he made last Monday to 
Congress, junked all wage controls 
Friday and took a big first step 
in pulling away curbs on prices. 
More price ceilings are to be can- 
celed gradually until all are out 
of the way by April 30. 


Among thousands of items re- 


moved from price control on Ei- 
senhower's orders are all meat, 
c l o t h i n g , furniture, restaurant 
meals, bar and tavern drinks, and 
virtually all articles sold in de- 
partment stores. 


Controls remain for the time be- 


ing on such things as milk, bread, 
cigarettes, cosmetics, 
and large 


household 
appliances 
such 
as 


stoves and 'refrigerators. But these 
may be included in another big 
decontrol package due next week. 


Businessmen 
queried by 
The 


Associated Press in a 20-city sur- 
vey said generally they Can keep 
prices down to about where they 
are now unless materials and labor 


costs increase. 


Some economists have continued 


to predict price rises costing as 
much as a billion dollars in the 
next six months. 


Some Express Fears 


In the other direction, sagging 


beef cattle and other farm product 
prices have caused fears of reces- 
sion to be voiced in Congress. 


Labor 
union chiefs, who had 


backed the controls during former 
President 
Truman's 
administra- 


tion, said freeing wages* from gov- 
ernment control meant a return to 
free collective bargaining. 


Controls have been controversial 


ever since they were imposed by 
the Truman administration in Jan- 
uary, 1951. They were credited by 
some with retarding the post-Ko- 
rean inflationary spurt. But many 
businessmen and economists have 
called for their removal for some 
time as no longer necessary. 


The President will have author- 


ity until April 30 to restore con- 
trols jf inflation breaks out. 


He told Congress, too, he will 


ask for new control authority if the 
need arises after April 30, when the 
present control authority is due 
to expire.

here after a brief flight from flood- 
devastated Holland. 


The two American leaders were 


welcomed by Belgian Foreign Min- 
ister Paul Van Zeeland, U. S. Am- 
bassador Myron T. Cowen and oth- 
er Belgian and American officials. 


In a departing statement before 


he left Holland, Dulles told news- 
men that he and Stassen "have 
been encouraged to find that here, 
as well as in the other capitals 
we have visited, the concept of a 
European D e f e n s e Community 
within the framework of the Atlan- 
tic community is regarded by your 
leaders and your people, as it is 
by ours, as the most'effective way 
to ensure peace and security fur 
us all." 


The secretary's seven-nation tour 


of key West European 
capitals 


was planned to spur action on the 
lagging European army plan. He 
thus far has visited Rome, Paris, 
London. Bonn and The Hague and 
plans to continue on Sunday to 
Luxembourg before returning to 
Washington.

GOP Is Solid 


Administration supporters •lined 


up solidly behind Sen. Knowland 
(R-Calif) who told the Senate Fri- 
day that it would be "the height 
of folly" for the U. S. to tip its 
hand now on Far Eastern moves. 


Knowland, chairman of the Sen- 


ate Republican Policy Committee! 
rejected & demand by Sen.. Spark- 
man (D-Ala) that President Eisen- 
hower tell the 'country what steps 
and consequences may follow his 
order lifting Seventh Fleet restric- 
tions against "mainland raids' by 
the Nationalists. 


In his State of the Union mes- 


sage last Monday, Eisenhower said 
he would no longer require the 
U. S. Seventh Fleet to "shield'-' 
the Red-held China mainland from 
attacks by Nationalists on For- 
mosa. 


Sparkman demanded; 
"Is this the first step toward "in- 


volving United States forces on the 
mainland in China? Is it the first 
step toward more casualties, in- 
stead of less? Is it the first step 
toward global war?" 


Chairman Wiley (R-Wis) of the 


foreign relations committee said 
that, when former President Tru- 
man ordered Formosa neutralized 
in late 1950, Red China had not yet 
entered the Korean War. Once the 
Reds got in, he said, the fleet "act- 
ed as a barrier" to protect the 
mainland. 


Others Join 


Sparkman was joined in the Sen- 


ate debate by Senators Lehman 
(D-Lib-NY). Kerr (D-Okla), Ful- 
bright (D-Ark), Douglas (D-I11), 
Monroney (D-Okla) and Gillette 
(D-Iowa). 


Knowland, taking note of this, 


observed : 


"I don't know if this is concerted 


policy on the part of the Demo- 
crats to embarras the new ad- 
ministration." 


Sparkman insisted that he was 


not criticizing Eisenhower's action 
in freeing the Nationalists to make 
raids on Red China. He said he be- 
lieved such a development was "in- 
evitable." 


But he said Eisenhower had left 


unanswered by his bare announce- 
ment many questions that bore on 
"the dread possibility of an en- 
larged war—perhaps exploding in- 
to a global war."

A Burglar 
Alarm Plan 
For Homes 


A simple and reliable burglar 


alarm system for a home is easy 
for the handy man to design and 
Install. 


Push button switches of the 


type used on refrigerator and 
closet. doors to turn on a light 
when the door is 'opened are in- 
stalled in door jambs and win- 
dow frames. As soon as a door 
or window is opened, these but- 
tons are released making a con- 
lact to sound the alarm. 


A door bell is used for the alarm. 


Since door bells operate on low 
voltage, which can be supplied by 
batteries, ordinary insulated bell 
cord is sufficient for wiring and in- 
volves no fire hazard. 


A shut off switch is used to cut 


off the alarm system in the day- 
time when windows and doors will 
be opened by members of the 
household. 
This shut off switch 


should be located well asyay from 
the protected windows or doors and 
all wiring should be concealed as 
carefully as possible. 


It also is wise to camouflage 


the push buttons in window and 
door frames by painting them the 


For good balance in flower ar- 
rangements, try combining a 
spike flower, such as the snap- 
dragon, with a round flower, 
such as the peony.

the sketch shown here. 


If a roof rises 8 feet and has a 


24-foot span, the pitch is 8/24 or 
1/3. This same-roof would have a 
rise of 8 inches for each foot of 
run. The pitch of the roof could be 
expressed in either manner. 


Roof pitch should be known be- 


fore roofing 'material is selected 
for a building. All styles of asphalt 
shingles, the most widely used 
material, are suited for roofs with 
a pitch of 1/6 (4-inch rise per 
foot of run) or greater. This in- 
cludes virtually all pitched roof 
houses. For roofs only slightly 
pitched, properly specified asphalt 
roll roofing is recommended. For 
roofs with less than 1 inch of rise 
per foot of run, built-in roofing is 
used.

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Evergreen Garden Gives You 
Year-Rourid Landscaping Fun 


By HENBi' FREE 


The gardener who would like to 


have more than a bare yard and 
calloused hands to remind himself 
of summer beauty, might borrow 
an idea from his colonial ancestors, 
and plant an evergreen garden. 
This is. the suggestion of Alden 
Hopkins, landscape architect for 
Colonial Williamsburg, Va. Hop- 
kins has, for the past nine years, 
supervised restoration of the his- 
toric city's 18th Century gardens. 


The 18th Century Virginia gar- 


den was predominantly a green 
affair, full of boxwood, holly, hem- 
lock, cedar, magnolia and live oak. 
In spring and early summer it was 
colorful .witn the blooms of annuals 
and perennials but even after the 
flowers failed it was still a lush 
garden with its design permanent- 
ly fixed in evergreens. It had flow- 
ers in season but it didn't depend 
on them. 


By restoring the 18th Century 


"green" gardens, Hopkins and his 
associates have produced year- 
round showplaces in a climate 
where frost comes early in Novem- 
ber. There are no special tricks for 
keeping gardens beautiful in the 
middle of winter. Just use ever- 
greens as the colonists did. 


How you use evergreens, how- 


ever, is important. Hopkins points 
out. "Don't scatter them about 
aimlessly or they won't do very 
much for your gaiden. Just like 
flowers, they should always be 
planted according to some plan or 
design." 


The plan is completely up to you, 


the landscape architect says. Ever- 
greens grow in all shapes and 
sizes, from little low ivy to stately 
live oak, and permit almost end- 
less garden variety. 


They can be used for patterns, 


edgings, backgrounds, screens, ac- 
cents, ground covers and, in the 
case of plants' like magnolia or 
azalea, even for colorful spring 
time flowers. 


Evergreens have still other vir- 


tues. They flourish equally well in 
northern and southern exposures, 
keep the ground cooler in summer 
and provide a windbreak for win- 
ter. They are also easier to grow 
than flowers ia a hot climate, and 
that's-why the Virginia colonists 
used them so much. • 


Evergreen gardens are ideal for 


people who like to do things the 
easy way. Not that they are work- 


Ea\v-to-maintain evergreens lend 
considerable lush hummer beauty 


to your winter gardens. 


free, because they must be kept 
neat and they require trimming, 
piumng, watering and other care. 
But they do away with the mess 
made by dead flower heads and 
they can be left untended for sever- 
al weeks without going to wrack 
and ruin. 


Best of all, once they're plant- 


ed they stay, and that means you 
can give your back some rest the 
following year.

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Lincoln's Inspired Life Enjoys Rebirth 


In Brilliant New Books 


There are many miracles about Abraham Lincoln and 


his legend. 
' 
One is that he is beloved by all Americans of whatever 


political faith. Adlai Stevenson, 1952 Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee, quoted Lincoln in his speech of concession to 
General Eisenhower. Earlier in the campaign he had sought 
communion with Lincoln among historic buildings at Salem, 
Dl., where young Abe had lived and worked in a, store. 


Lincoln, too, is a symbol to all the world of the best in 


the American ideal, standing for high statesmanship, great 
human compassion, homely simplicity, devotion to a cause. 


A never-ending marvel is the way Lincoln appears to 


enjoy a rebirth within each decade or less. Already there 
are more than 3800 separate works devoted to his life and 
his tunes. One would think there'was nothing left to be 
discovered or written about him, or about the great Civil 
War through which he brought the nation.

And still, within the last few years, brilliant new studies 


have come onto the scene to illumine this man. 


With all that has been said of him, it probably will sur- 


prise many to learn 'that until last fall there was no single 
comprehensive yet compact biography of "Lincoln by an 
American. The most reliable one-volume work was a 38- 
year-old effort by Lord Charnwood of Britain. 
I 
But now that gap has been filled, admirably, by the new 


single-volume study by Benjamin Thomas, a long-time Lin- 
coln scholar, who lives in Springfield, 111., in continuously 
close touch with the Lincoln materials. 


The Thomas book takes advantage of much new infor- 


mation that had been locked up in various sources only 
recently made available. It is a balanced, seasoned, real por- 
trait of Lincoln.

Another genuine contribution to the story is the fuller 


biography, still in progress, by J. G. Randall, who is giving 
several volumes to Lincoln's years as president. Randall is 
the first to tackle Lincoln on a broad plane since Carl Sand- 
burg's famous and dramatic presentation. 


,. Then, Kenneth Williams is engaged upon what will prob- 
ably be ranked as the authoritative version of the Civil War 
from the Union side. In this work he is matching the fine 
scholarship of Douglas Southall Freeman's works on Robert 
E. Lee and the Confederate campaigns. 


It is often said history must be rewritten for each gen- 


eration. If this is so, we in America, and pur friends abroad, 
could hardly be more fortunate in the quality now being given 
to the re-telling of the Lincoln legend. In these new works, 
the inspiration of his life and his cause is fresh and vibrant 
and compelling.

PETER EDSON'S WASHINGTON

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ROBERTS, GOP's OIL CAN MAN, MAKES MACINE RUN SMOOTHLY

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Out in Kansas where he 


came from, they call Charles Wesley Roberts, Uie new 
Republican National Committee chairman, "an^oil tfan 
man." 
, 


But don't'get this wrong. There is no evil connota- 


tion meant. What they do mean is that he's a smoothie. 
He gets things done without friction or fireworks or 
feudin' and fussin'. 


He has a reputation for being able to bring two op- 


posing political factions together and make them pull as 
a team. In the last presidential campaign he showed his 
genius for this by making the new and coltish Citizens- 
for-Eisenhower group of amateurs work in harness with 
the plodding, elephantine Old Guard, and vice versa. 


Everybody now knows the result. 
And there you 


have perhaps the best reason as to why he was unani- 
mously chosen Republican National Committee chairman, 
to succeed Arthur E. Summerfield. 


"Wes" Roberts is something unusual for a political 


"boss." The cartoonists will never be able to caricature 
him as big and beefy, with a high silk hat on his head 
and a long cigar in his mouth. 


Chairman Roberts is about five-feet ten, and he weighs 


not much more than 150 pounds wringing wet with hard- 
work perspiration. 
He is a wiry, quarterback type of 


man. He runs to grays—gray hair, now thinning at the 
top as befits his 49 years. Gray-blue eyes. He likes gray 
clothes. 


He is extremely quiet. People who worked with him 


all through the long campaign and the pre-convention pri- 


mary fight before that say that he never once lost his 
temper. And everyone/ knows there were plenty of good 
excuses and reasons Justifying a political boss in blowing 
his top.

HEADED "CITJZENS-FOK-EISENHOWER" 


That Wes Roberts has survived this past year without 


a crackup is something of a miracle. He was brought 
to Washington last January by Kansas Senators Frank 
Carlson and Harry Darby, as executive director of the 
Citizens-for-Eisenhower movement. 


He has worked day and night ever since. His immed- 


iate staff complains protectively that he sat in his of- 
fice and at his telephone till two and three in the morn- 
ing and was back again at eight or nine. He ate his meals 
off a tray at his desk. He lived in the hotels where he 
made his headquarters and he never left them. 


Being a Kansas dry, he never touched hard uiquor. 


But he always had a supply of soft drinks around and he 
chain-smoked during all his waking hours. 


His helpers warned him continually that if he didn't 


quit this routine he would collapse, but he kept going. 
With Herbert Brownell at the Conrad Hilton in Chicago 
and with Arthur Summerfield at the Washington Hotel 
in the capital thereafter, he lived on politics. He is Mr. 
Politics, personified. 


The whole mad year did come to a climax of con- 


fusion at the inauguration, with nearly everyone of the 
half-million visitors, it seemed- wanting something from 
GOP national headquarters and the new national chair- 
man. 


After that mad, four-day fiesta, Mr. Roberts did col- 


iapse, but only slightly. A flu bug got hold of him and 


kept him in his hotel room for a few days. He kept right 
on with his politicking, taking long-distance phone calls 
from all over. Clad in a gray dressing gown and slip- 
pers, he saw a constant stream of callers, against doc- 
tor's orders.

He has things to do. The Republican Lincoln Day 


dinners are coming up. From Feb. 1 to 17, things In Con- 
gress will be slowed down so that GOP senators and rep- 
resentatives can get out for victory dinners. There will 
be everything from box suppers at a buck, to $50 dinner* 
for money-raising purposes. 


Mr. Roberts says he isn't sure, but he believes the 


.GOP finances are now a little bit in the red, because of 
the $3 million limit on campaign expenses. He must ap- 
point a new finance chairman to replace Sinclair Weeks 
of Massachusetts, now Secretary of Commerce. Then the 
fund-raising must begin for the '54 campaign. 


The big patronage job is still ahead. 
Mr. Roberts 


had no part in the naming of the cabinet members nor 
in their selection of assistants. But all future appoint- 
ments will be co-ordinated through his office for clear- 
ance by the state Republican organizations. 


The Citizens-for-Eisenhower organization, now head- 


less because of the appointment of Walter Williams and 
Mrs. Oswald Lord to other Eisenhower administration 
positions, will have to be reconstituted, or melded with 
the regular Republican machine. 


Chairman Roberts will keep out of any of the direct 


relationships between President Eisenhower and the Con- 
gress. But even without that, there's plenty of lubricat- 
ing to be done by the new oil can man.

When dummy has a short suit 


*nd some trumps, declarer will 
usually try to make tricks by ruff- 
ing in the dummy. The defenders 
must usually lead trumps in order 
to prevent dummy from getting 
these ruffs. In today's hand the 
task of the defenders was compli- 
cated by the fact that the first 
trump lead had to come from the 
correct position. 


West opened the queen of hearts 


and was allowed to hold the trick. 
Instead of continuing blindly with 
another round of hearts, West gave 
the matter careful thought. Dum- 
my's short holding in diamonds 
was an obvious threat. 


West did not want to lead the 


first trump away from his king, so 
he looked for a way to give his 
partner the lead. A heart continu- 
ation was hopeless, since South 
evidently'did not intend to put up 
dummy's king. 


If East had an entry in dia- 


monds, he would get it whenever 
declarer led dummy's short suit. 
West t h e r e f o r e very properly 
shifted to clubs even though this 
meant leading away from his king. 


East took the second trick with 


te ace of clubs and saw the in- 
dicated 
defense very 
promptly. 


When East shifted to a trump, 
South could do nothing better than 
try th« finesse of the queen of 
spades. West won with the king of 
spades and leturned a trump, thus 
leaving only one trump in dummy. 


South could ruff one of his losing 


diamonds in dummy but still had 
to lose a diamond in addition to 
two hearts, two clubs, and a trump. 
He wa« therefore set one trick. 


If West leads a second heart at 


trick two, declarer easily makes 
his contract. Even if West shifts 
to clubs at the third trick, South 
will win the first round of spades 
with th« act iattMd of trying a 
fiftMM.

ed Homemaker's sessions at Farm and Home Week at the University 
of Illinois. Those \n attendance were Mrs. Reginald Rapp, Mrs. Lester 
Althaus, Mrs. Joseph Engelbrecht, Mrs. James Pierce, Mrs. Irvin Ker- 
sten. Mrs. John Warner, Mrs. Fred Durin, Mrs. Clarence Hart, Mrs. 
Leland Blocher, Mrs. Alvin Kehm, Mrs. Glenn Pfoutz, Mrs. Milton

Much was learned by these members who would 


like to share some experiences with you. Many 
homemakers classes were held which delegates will 
tell you about. 


"This is the Way we do it for Food Prepara- 


tion", taught by Mrs. Pearl Janssen, consisted of 
several short cuts in preparing food. These includ- 
ed two-minute cooked cabbage—Chinese style; fluf- 
fy feathered rice; navy beans; pectin jelly—use of 
jelmeter; custard pie with a crisp crust; and choc- 
olate roll—the sponge type. 


June Pilgrim 
If you wish delicious baked navy beans in a 


short time, try this: Use 1 cup beans to 3 cups of boiling water to 
which 1 teaspoon of salt has been added. Boil for 2 minutes, remove 
from' heat and let stand 1 hour. Then place in a casserole, adding 
the seasoning you desire and bake 30 minutes in a moderate oven. The 
little pea bean is the type most satisfactory for baking. One-eighth of 
a teaspoon of soda added to 1 cup of beans in the beginning will hasten 
the cooking of the beans, also, 
this proportion. 


"New Trends in Home Freezing" 


Freezing is a fascinating subject. 


Some of the important principles 
in freezing are to first choose the 
current variety in fruits and vege- 
tables. The next thing to consider 
is the maturity for the best prod- 
uct. 


Peas, if frozen correctly, should 


hold their flavor and color for a 
year. The secret is to process very 
quickly. If peas are shelled in a 
commercial sheller, they lose fla- 
vor. 
Unblanched vegetables de- 


velop off flavor, discolor, and lost 
almost all their vitamins. 


Try freezing strawberries by ad- 


ding the sweetening agent, sucrose 
(for corn sirup.) One part sucrose 
to four parts sugar sirup. The 
best variety of peaches to freeze is 
the Elbertas. Add 33-66 milli- 
grams of ascorbic acid per pint.

tor. Thiamin is lost if poultry is 
thawed in the oven. 
Turkey is 


best if frozen before stuffing.

Meat is better if wrap- 
ped in two thicknesses of paper.

is a modular measure. Most stor- 
age units arc 4, 8, 12, 16, 20 and 
21 inches in depth, and up to 7 
feet in width. This permits a 
shelf to bo placed 72 inches above 
the floor. This places equipment 
within easy reach lor the woman 
of average height. The 
overall 


height of the units may be altered 
as desired in order to adapt them 
to door or window levels 
or to 


ceiling heights. When one type of 
storage requires less than the full 
height of the wall, two kinds may 
be placed one above the other. A 
bedding unit, for example, may be 
placed above a luggage unit. The 
width of a storage unit is deter- 
mined in some instances by the 
width of the largest articles to be 
stored or by the number of articles 
to be stored.

FLORENCE, Ariz.-<S— The Art- 
ona State Prison seethed with ten- 
ion as prison officials prepared 
oday to move rebellious convicts 
with force if necessary" from 
heir cell blocks. 


Armed guards, their ranks dou- 
led, were ordered to use tear gas 
nd, if necessary, guns to quell a 
hird uprising. 


Cursing, defiant convicts seized 


a guard during the night. But a 
ear-gas barrage forced them to 
elease him minutes later. 
Prison 
officials 
said 
guards 


would ask the inmates to move 
nto the yard from two cell blocks. 
["he gate-door to one cell block 
•emained unlocked after convicts 
challenged guards to lock it. 


The guard seizure provided 


new, if temporary, crisis after two 
days of sit-down strikes, first in 
protest of an alleged beating of 
one convict and then in demand 
for better food and clothing. 


Some 400 convicts have been 


participating in the uprising. 


Warden Lon E. Walters, after 


the disturbances had been quelled 
earlier Friday night, said "We're 
sitting on a powder keg and any 
thing could happen." It was barely 
two hours later when the new trou 
ble broke out.

let her little man enjoy the fever 
until it runs its course, and his 
wardrobe is- re-stocked. It is the 
only known cure. 


Since women do most of the buy- 


ing today, special sales are held 
for them all over the calendar. But 
men get to exercise their hunting 
instincts only twice a year— during 
the storewide winter clearance, 
and the summer clearance held 
sometime after the fourth of July. 


The morning he opens his paper 


and reads, "Sale! Men's suits, 
shirts, shoes marked down!" — well, 
a wild look comes into his eyes.

show. 
• The Arnaz family made the front 
pages last month when Lucille 
gave birth to Desiderio Alberto 
Arnaz IV. The night before fans 
had watched the "I Love Lucy" 
show, on which the TV counter- 
parts of Lucille and Desi also had 
a baby boy. 
I "There was a lot of talk that 
we had spent some time guessing 
whether to have a girl or boy on 
the show," said Desi in his Cuban- 
tinged English. "Also there were 
reports that we might have had two 
endings to the show, one in case 
ours was a girl and the other for 
a boy. 
i "Actually, there was never any 
question about it; the baby on the 
Show was going to be a boy. And 
for an important personal reason. 
* "That reason was Lucic, our 
{laughter. 
Of course, she is too 


young—I1/™ now—to know the dif- 
ference. But if we stay on the air 
for three or four years, Lucie 
might start wondering why she 
jvasn't portrayed on the show. We 


could tell her 'well, the part called 
for a boy; you're a girl.' 


Desi wanted to clear up a mis- 


conception: That the Caesarean 
birth was planned and timed to 
coincide with the TV show. The 
truth is that Lucille can have 
babies only by Caesarean section, 
and the timing was decreed by 
the doctor. 


The fame of their new sons has 


amazed Lucille and Desi. They 
have received about 1,000 tele- 
grams, 25,000 cards and letters and 
hundreds of gifts for the baby. 


Among the gifts was an infant- 


size St. Louis Browns uniform sent 
by Bill Veeck, operator of the ball 
club. 


"If the boy shows any possibili- 


ties at all, send him around this 
'year," said Veeck. "We're desper- 
ate."

Tugboat Strike Eases as 
Both Sides Near Solution 


NEW YORK W> — The tugboat 


strike relaxed its grip on the 
world's largest 'port today amid 
signs strikers and employers were 
approaching agreement w i t h o u t 
need of government proposed arbi- 
tration. 


Representatives of both sides in 


the wage* dispute said Friday night 
in separate statements that prog 
ress was being made in negotia 
lions scheduled to continue this 
afternoon. 


The improved prospects of a set- 


tlement in the wage and contract 
dispute came as the Federal Me 
diation S e r v i c e in Washington 
asked that the crippling strike, in 
its seventh day, be called off pend 
ing arbitration. 


However, the government sug- 


gestion was put aside, at least 
temporarily, as a result of employ- 
er objections. The union, while ex 
pressing misgivings, had accepted 
the federal proposal. 


Involved in the dispute are 3,500 


tugboat crewmen, members of the 
AFL International Longshoremen's 
Association, and their employers, 
grouped in the Marine Towing and 
Transportation Employers Associa 
tion. 


Signs pointing'to a possible agree- 


ment were not only reflected in the 
failure of the government abitra- 
tion plea but also in an ILA state- 
ment Friday night that settlement

DIXON'S BEST 


Courthouse Messenger Hides 
13,000 Letters., Faces Prison 


MIAMI, Fla. TW>— Charles W, 


Lewis, 32, who admitted hiding 
more than 13,000 letters in the 
Dade County courthouse basement, 
faces at least a year In prison. 


Federal District Judge C. C. 


Wyche Friday sentenced Lewis to 
three years in prison and recom- 
mended that he be paroled at the 
end of one year. The letters were 
addressed to Dade County officers. 


Lewis' attorney said he had made 


countless loans from small loan 
companies to augment his $275 
monthly salary to pay medical ex- 
penses for his wife and in an ef- 
fort to catch up made bets with 
bookies and lost. 


Lewis was a messenger in the 


county tax collector's office and 
admitted rifling the letters of small 


sums of money, hiding thousands of 
letters in a room in the basement 
and throwing others away. 


Postal inspectors said about $400 


was missing from letters, most of 
them intended for the tax collector. 
County officials said it will be 
years, perhaps a generation, be» 
fore records are straightened out.
